shot and wounded by an East 
German police border guard on 
the outskirts of Berlin today. 


Maj. Gen. Lemuel Mathewson, 
United States commander in Ber- 
lin, immediately denounced the 
shooting as a “barbaric and un- 
disciplined violence by police un- 
der Soviet control.” He demanded 
the Russians “severely punish” 
the offender. 

A» bullet pierced a _ military 
police jeep and wounded ‘the 
driver in the leg. The engine also 
was damaged. 

The shooting occurred “without 
warning or provocation,” while 
the Army vehicle was on routine 
official patrol on Machnower 
strasse near the United States sec- 
tor-Soviet zone boundary, Gen. 
Mathewson said, 

The wounded soldier, Pvt. Wil- 
fred R. Chenevert of North Graf- 
ton, Mass., was treated at the 
American Army hospital and was 
able to return to duty. 

It was the first American cas- 
ualty in the Berlin crisis, growing 
out of Soviet efforts to frighten 
West Germany from ratifying its 
military and political alliance with 
the ~West.

record level and pumping facil- 
ities were unable to keep up with 
the unprecedented demand. 

The break in the distribution 
system reduced output about 20 
per cent, and W. Victor Weir, 
president of the company, warned 
that residents on high ground will 
be without water today unless all 
customers co-operate in severe, 
curtailment of consumption. He 
urged that use of water for lawns, 
gardens, swimming pools and air- 
conditioning be discontinued for 
the time being. 

Repairs were being rushed, and 
Weir said it was hoped the broken 
section of pipe could be replaced 
before night. But he added that 
the emergency could not be alle- 
viated before tomorrow, since 
heavy consumption, which will 
total approximately 42,000,000 
gallons today, had lowered the 
water level in the main reservoir 
on Olive Street road to the point 
where the company’s reserves will 
be’ taxed to meet the evening 
peak demand. 

Three Mains Used. 

The break, cause of which was 
not determined, occurred about 
3:30 a.m. on Hog Hollow road in 
front of the plant. The entire 
area was flooded, and it was nec- 
essary to pump out a large quan- 
tity of water to get to the main. 

Water is distributed from the 
plant through three mains—the 
20-inch line and mains of 24- and 
36-inch diameter. A sleeve join- 
ing two sections of the 20-inch 
main gave way near the point 
where the smaller lines connect 
with the 36-inch main. To isolate 
the break it was necessary to 
close all valves, and the plant 
was out of operation until 6 a.m.

July 7. The contest took.on more 
than usual significance becatse it 
was the last direct contest be- 
tween Eisenhower and Taft be- 
fore the convention. There were 
no minor candidates to clutter up 
the vote. 

Taft’s headquarters in Wash- 
ington claimed victory for him 
this afternoon in the South Da 
kota primary. The Taft organiza- 
tion said the result was highly 
important “in view of the fact 
that it was a direct contest with 
Gen. Eisenhower, who is now out 
of uniform and actively cam- 
paigning for the nomination.” 


Taft 420, Eisenhower 387. 


As of yesterday Taft had 420 
convention votes and .Eisenhow- 
er 387, with 604 needed to nomi- 
nate. Counting his victory in Cali- 
fornia, Gov. Earl Warren today 
had 76 convention votes, and more 
than 150 were unknown, The tabu- 
lation is based on delegates 
pledged, instructed or willing to 
express a first-ballot choice. 

There was some talk of a pos- 
sible recount, which could delay 
final selection of the state’s dele- 
gation. Neither side wanted to 
commit itself on that point, how- 
ever, until the unofficial tabula- 
tion was completed. 

Many of the precincts yet 
unreported lay in the far western 
area of the state, where the five- 
star general was proving himself

Both victories over uncommit- 
ted slates in yesterday's heavy 
voting presidential primary came 
as no surprise. There ‘was pos- 
sibly wide significance, however, 
in the double rebuff suffered by 
Truman Democrats. 

Administration allies not only 
lost to Kefauver but saw the pro- 
Truman Democratic candidate for 
United States Senator lose his 
own party nomination to the Re- 
publican incumbent, Senator Wil- 
liam F. Knowland. 

Warren won all 70 G.O.P. dele- 
gates. He defeated by a 2%4-io-1 
margin a pro-Taft slate technical- 
ly pledged to Representative 
Thomas H. Werdel, who quarreled 
with the Governor’s support of 
progressive policies. Neither Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower nor Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft was on the bal- 
lot and write-in votes were not 
counted. 

Warren now has 76 convention 
votes, previously having won six 
in Wisconsin. Nomination re- 
quires 604.

SENATE REJECTS. 
REORGANIZATION 
~ OF WAGE BOARD 


Makes Members Subject 
to Its Approval and Re- 

_stricts Power to Act in 
Wage Disputes. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 
The Senate voted today to keep 
labor, industry and public mem- 
bers on the Wage Stabilization 
Board. The vote would make 
members subject to Senate con- 
firmation, however, and would re- 
strict thier powers to act in wage 
disputes. 

An amendment to this effect, 
offered by Senator Ives (Rep.), 
New York, was added to the eco- 
nomic controls bill by a 42-to-41 
vote, with Vice President Barkley 
casting his vote to berak a 41-to-~ 
41 tie. 

The Ives amendment does not 
specify how many members the 
WSB should have. It empowers 
the board to attempt settlement 
of labor disputes: 

1..If the Mediation Service 
certifies that all its remedies 
have been exhausted and if the 
parties themselves request the 
board to mediate or arbitrate 
the dispute. 

2. If the President sends the 
dispute to the board, but only 
then if the two parties agree to 
have the dispute submitted. 

Under the present set-up the 
President can send any dispute 
to the WSB whether the parties 
agree or not.

Three temperance witnesses ap- 
peared before a House Commerce 
subcommittee which is trying to 
find out if TV and radio pro- 
grams contain immoral or offen- 
sive matter or put too much stress 
on crime, violence and corrup- 
tion. 

C. S. Longacre of the Amer- 
ican Temperance Society said the 
states for years have prevented 
the location of drinking places 
near churches and schools but: 

“Through television the liquor 


interests bring the barroom and 
the liquor bottles right into the 
school house and the church and 
the home.” 

Clayton M. Wallace of the Na- 
tional Temperance League ob- 
jected most strongly to “the 
omnipresent spot beercasts” that 
flash on the screen between pro- 
grams. 

Parents can’t keep their chil- 
— from seeing these, Wallace 
said. 

Dr. J. Raymond Schmidt of the 
International Order of Good 
Templars joined the other wit- 
nesses in urging laws forbidding 
alcoholic beverage ads on TV. 


All three called for some sort of 
acting de-emphasizing telecast 
drinking scenes as well,

As a result, most of the three 
million members of the Commu- 
nist-controlled General Confeder- 
ation of Labor (C.G.T.) worked 
at their normal jobs. 


Renault Plant Closed. 


The only success chalked up by 
the Communists in the Paris area 
was at the Renault automobile 
plant, considered a Red strong- 
hold. There fist fights and sab- 
otage of electrical lines caused 
the plant to close in the after- 
noon. 


Up to late afternoon industry 
and transportation were normal. 
The strike, called by the C.G.T. 
to protest the arrest of Jacques 
Duclos, acting Communist party 
boss, was the worst failure the 
Communists have met west of the 
Iron Curtain in years. Even at 
the Renault plant a worker said 
his colleagues were not striking 
because of Duclos, but in support 
of demands for a 15 per cent 
Wage increase.

Gas Grenades Thrown.

Regiment executed the operation.

“We can go in any of those 
compounds anytime we want.” 
Brig. Gen. Haydon L. Boatner, 
Koje commander, personally di- 
rected two of the operations from 
a machine-gun tower. It was an- 


other step in his campaign to 
bring order inside prisoner en- 
closures. 

Three companies of the Thirty- 
eighth, led by two tanks, entered 
the gates of Compound 85 at 
12:30 p.m. to begin the operation. 
A third tank stood guard outside. 

The infantrymen raced into the 
central yard of the stockade 
housing 4200 P.O.W.s and formed 
a shoulder-to-shoulkder ring, with 
bayonets drawn. They exploded 
a half dozen tear ga: grenades as 
prisoners scurried into tents. 

The tanks smashed down three 
large flagpoles, flying North Ko- 
rean, Chinese and Russian flags.

Fierce storms swéeping the upper 
slopes of Mount Everest have 
forced a team of Swiss climbers 
to abandon their attempt to scale 
the unconquered heights of the 
world’s highest mountain, the 
Nepalese embassy reported today. 

An embassy spokesman said the 
bad weather also caused a British 
expedition lead by Eric Shipton 
to give up its attempt to climb 
26,504-foot Mount Cho Oyu, 30 
miles west of Mount Everest. 

Both Cho Oyu and the 29,002- 
foot Mount Everest are in the 
Himalayan range near the border 
of Nepal and Tibet.

Of U.N. Prisoners Gave ‘Voice’ One 
Of Its Best Broadcasting Themes 


Agency Seizes Opportunity Quickly, Ham- 
mers Out Facts in 46 Languages — Ideo- 
logical Defeat Reds Can’t Admit Without 


Loss of Face.

in Europe, 


This provides a 24-hour cover- 
age in Russian. Almost equal time 
is used in languages of the satel- 
lites. Wherever clandestine radios 
can be heard, the cowed populace 
knows the truth about how the 
Communist prisoners feel about 
returning to Communist-run 
homelands. 

The rejection of the Soviet 
way of life by 60 per cent of 
the Communist prisoners (75 per 
cent of the Chinese) gave, the 
Voice one of its best openings 
and it took immediate advantage 
of it. Both in news and com- 
mentaries, 

It was the kind of ideological 
defeat that the Communists could 
not admit without loss of face. 
So the Voice has hammered away 
at the fact, repeating the num- 
bers and percentages that chose 
freedom even though they could 
never return home. 

Theme of Broadcast. 

“Out of the welter of words in 
the tents at Panmunjom,” broad- 
cast the Voice of America, “has 
come a human cry, echoing from 
the throats of over 100,000 Com- 
munist prisoners of war. ‘We wish 
to be free. We have no desire 
to return to the Communists.’ 
. . . All the more remarkable 
that it comes willingly from pris- 
oners held in prison stockades.” 

Again and again this theme was 
repeated with variations. 

“Moscow, the Kremlin, Stalin, 
Communism is being challenged 
by 100,000 of its own; it is being 
challenged on the ground that it 
cannot afford to be challenged on, 
and that is this—we have lived, 
the 100,000 prisoners say, in the 
China and North Korea you, the 
Kremlin have created—Red China 
and Red Korea — and we have 
found it lacking. We have found 
it so without humanity, so without 
future hope for humanity, that 
we, 100,000 of us, chose not to 
return ... not to China, for we 

love China, not to North Korea, 
for we love North Korea—but 
not Communism.” 

| Screening Method Explained. 

' Lest there be any question 
about the truth of the choice 
made, the method of screening 
was explained. “The screening was 
carried out with the full knowl- 
edge and acquiescence of the Com- 
munist representatives. In fact 
they had amnesty broadcasts made 
from Peiping and Pyongyang. 
These were broadcasts over loud- 
speakers at the P.O.W. camps for 
two days before the screening be- 
gan. In the screening itself, the 
military prisoners were not asked 
whether they wanted to return or 
not. Instead, they were asked if 
they would forcibly resist being 
sent back — in other words, if 
they would rather face death than 
go back.” 

“They were shown a written 
amnesty offer signed by the North 
Korean General Nam II. It read: 
‘Return to your homes; your lead- 
ers will forgive you; there will be 
no reprisals.” 

The fiction of Chinese “volun- 


Korea has shown that 100,000 of the 170,000 held would 
forcibly resist return to their homes, the Voice of America 
international broadcasting service has been hammering the facts 
out in 46 languages.

“Out of more than 20,000 Chi- 
nese soldiers,” proclaimed the 
Voice, “held prisoner by the 
United Nations forces a bare 5100 
wish to return.... What a won- 
derful day it was when Moscow 
announced that Chinese soldiers, 
moved by their love of Commu- 
nism alone, were volunteering to 
go to Korea and fight. What a 
wonderful day it was when 
Peiping was able to say that they 
were being swamped by eager 
Chinese soldiers falling over 
each other to be the first to 
“volunteer” for the Korean bat- 
tlefront. . . . Now Moscow and 
Peiping. are seeing some real vol- 
unteering; now Moscow and Pei- 
ping are seeing them volunteer 
OUT.” 

Defector Explains Riots. 


The P.O.W. riots have been ex- 
plained by the Voice on the evi- 
dence of a Korean defector who 
was among those trained and in- 
structed to foment them. ‘“Mr.. 
Chin,” the Voice explains, “dis- 
closes that the subversive activ- 
ities which finally erupted into 
rioting in the U.N. prisoner 
camps were not the result of 
hasty improvisation. Those who 
led the riots had been trained for 
their task long before the screen- 
ing of the prisoners had* ever 
been thought of. Those who were 
to be leaders in this work—200 
men and 80 women—were hand- 
picked on the basis of their fa- 
natical devotion to Communism. 
They were given an _ intensive 
training course lasting two 
months. They could expect hon- 
orary decorations if they were 
successful, 
that they had nothing to fear: the 
United Nations command troops 
did not kill prisoners, and they 
could return home after hostil- 
ities ended.” 


The Voice believes, from un- 
derground sources, that the 
broadcasts have been very suc- 
cessful. It has taunted the Krem- 
lin on innumerable occasions. 
“The Kremlin is already aware 
of this news,” it proclaimed, “this 
free choice of 100,000 Commu- 
nists cannot be hidden. By now 
it has filtered into each and every | 
one of the Soviet Union’s slave 
labor camps. It is being talked 
about in every factory and every 
mine in the Soviet Union. 
Wherever people gather in the 
satellite countries, in the cafes, 
in the homes, at any gatherings— 
in Budapest, Warsaw, Sofia— 
they are talking about it.” 

Whether they are or not, the 
Voice of America saw its oppor- 
tunity and grasped it instantly. 
The theme was picked up the day 
the results of screening were an- 
nounced and is still being used 
in connection with P.O.W. and 
truce news.

OPIES of more secret Chinese 
Ccavies have just been ob- 

tained, showing how the 
Chiang Kai-shek government con- 
spired to pull the United States 
into a third world war and how 
Chiang was in frequent touch 
with Gen. MacArthur, 

The cables were sent by the 
Chinese embassy in Washington 
to Chiang in Formosa. They have 
now been translated officially by 
the Library of Congress. 

The most amazing cable is 
dated Dec. 5, 1949, It states: 

“Our hope of a world war so 
as to rehabilitate our country is 
unpalatable to the (American) 
people.” 

This policy of embroiling the 
United States in a third world 
war in order to rehabilitate 
Chiang apparently was established 
immediately after the Red inva- 
sion of Korea on June 25, 1950, 
for, in a cable dated July 14, just 
three weeks after the invasion, 
the Chinese embassy warns that 
they must be patient about their 
plan to extend the Korean war 
to the rest of the Asiatic main- 
land. 

“Whether the Chinese Commu- 
nists send troops to Korea or 
not is of secondary importance,” 
the Chinese embassy cabled 
Chiang, “but the war in South 
Korea will be extended in any 
case. We should remain patient 
at this time. Whether or-not the 
war will extend to other places 
in Europe and Asia, we should 
make little comment and wait for 
the development of the situation.”

CHINESE POLITBURO—These 
cables were prepared jointly by 
the Chinese embassy’s five top 
policy-makers. They formed a sort 
of politburo inside the embassy, 
reporting direct to Chiang over 
the head of Ambassador Welling- 
ton Koo. One of their cables 
actually discusses the fitness of 
the ambassador to remain on the 


The five, who actually over- 
ruled the ambassador, were Chen 
Chih-mai, Peter T. K. Pee, W. K. 
Li, K. H. Yu.and Gen, P. T. 
Mow. They signed their cables 
with a joint code _ signature, 
“kung,” the Chinese word for 
“group.” 

The cables are full of refer- 
ences showing that the National- 
ists worked -closely, sometimes 
secretly, with Gen. MacArthur. 
For example, the group reported, 
May 31, 1950: 

“Gen. MacArthur will never 
give up assisting Formosa. The 
above things are said to be com- 
ing from the mouth of Gen. Wil- 
loughby himself.” 

Again, on June 29, 1950, right 
after the Korean invasion, the 
group cabled: 

“There are advantages and 
drawbacks whether or not we 
send troops to assist in resisting 
North Korean aggression. If our 
government has decided to send 


troops, they should be limited to} 


some of our best troops and the 
opinion of Gen. MacArthur should 
be obtained prior to their dis- 


patch.”

—A still later cable, dated July 
7, 1950, laments: 

“It is impossible to expect a 
fundamental change in their (the 
administration’s) policy toward 
China, but Gen. MacArthur has a 
deeper understanding of us.

The first issue is simple 
enough. With Senator Taft in the 
lead, the Republicans have been 
justifiably denouncing the cor- 
ruption that has crept into the 
American government; but honest 
government depends on honest 
politics, and the first issue pre- 
sented by the recent events in 
Texas is the issue of honesty in 
politics. 


As to this, there can be no 
doubt. No one has argued that 
the pro-Eisenhower majority in 
the Texas. Republican state con- 
vention was elected illegally or 
improperly, but Texas National 
Committeeman Henry Zweifel had 
already promised that Texas 
would be in the Taft column at 
Chicago, so 40 seedy Old Guard 
politicians set aside the expressed 
will of a three-to-one majority 
of many thousands of legitimately 
enrolled, deeply enthusiastic Re- 
publican voters, When the tem- 
porary roll was drawn up by 
Zweifel’s henchmen, all the il- 
legally chosen Zweifel-Taft sup- 
porters. were seated, while nearly 
600 Eisenhower supporters were 
denied their places on the con- 
vention floor. 

No Pretentions of Honesty. 


The only thing that can be said 
for Zweifel and company is that 
they at least had the grace not

Kefauver Ahead of

WASHINGTON. 
HILE the Republicans head 
W toward a grim convention 
struggle in the 1912 pattern, 
Democrats are still floundering 
amid their own sea of troubles. 

The leader of a limping field 
is Senator Estes Kefauver, but 
neither he nor any other has 
anything like the strength to 
tinge his nomination with inevita- 
bility or even make it probable. 

Even carrying California, Ke- 
fauver is not expected to start the 
first roll call with many more 
than 300 votes. He needs at least 
that showing, in the face of the 
opposition to him, to impress the 
convention. 

But it now looks as if Kefauver 
has nowhere to go for the reserve 
strength which will enable him to 
make all-important gains, even if 
minor ones, on the second and 
succeeding ballots. This picture 
could change, but Kefauver’s fail- 
ure to attract a substantial follow- 
ing in states like New York makes 
the prospect seem gloomy. 

Senator Russell, who may have 
a few less votes than the p00 he 
claims from the not-so-solid South, 
has the same problem. He will 
look good on the first roll call, 
at least about as good as any- 
body else, but he, too, does not 
know where he can go for the 
extra ballots necessary to -a 
steady climb into serious consider- 
ation by the convention. 

Averell Harriman with New 
York’s nearly 100 delegates looks 
better off than he is. 

These three leaders have little 
potential for combination among 
themselves. Harriman’s 100-per- 
cent civil-rights and Fair-Deal 
stand makes Russell an impossible 
partner for him. Kefauver wants 
to be nominated or wait until next 
time to run again. The two south- 
erners are impossible on one tick- 
et even if they were not rather 
antipathetic toward one another. 

Hence an attempted draft of 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of IIlli- 
nois is still the hope and aim of 
many influential Democrats. They 
are confident they can get him:if 
Republicans name Senator Taft; 
they say he will not balk at an 
Eisenhower race. 

Should Stevenson resist a 
draft, efforts are certain to be 
made to nominate Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois. He is a popu- 
lar figure in unexpected quar-

Taft said in his radio address 
Sunday that the Administration 
had fallen down on the job of 
creating an adequate Air Force, 
despite appropriations of billions 
of dollars. 

“There has* been a steady de- 
terioration in our comparative air- 
power, which began while Gen. 
Eisenhower was chief of staff,” 
Taft said. 

Eisenhower, who was chief of 
staff from Nov. 19, 1945, to Nov. 
19, 1948, told his press confer- 
ence yesterday, however, that he 
had fought hard for a 70-group 
Air Force but it had been “whit- 
tled down” in Congress. 

The outstanding occasion of 
whittling down was in the Sen- 
ate July 10, 1947, when Senator 
Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, now 
Eisenhower’s campaign manager, 
introduced an amendment to the 
military establishment appropria- 
tions bill which would have in- 
creased the Air Force appropria- 
tion by $613,310,000 “so as to pro- 
vide an ever-ready Air Force 
of 70 peace-strength air groups.” 
The bill as it came from commit- 
tee provided for 55 peace-time air 
groups and 15 skeletonized air 
groups. Lodge’s amendment would 
have set the appropriation at the 
amount originally requested by 
the Air Force but cut down by 
the Budget Bureau. 

Taft observed to Lodge, in the 
debate: 

“IT only wanted to point out to 
the Senate that the Senator from 
Massachusetts is asking us to over- 
rule the Secretary of War, the 
Budget Bureau, the President, the 
House Committee and our own 
committee and to add $600,000,000 
to an appropriation figure which 
the President himself approved.”

South Dakota Standoff 


What a race the Republican contest in South 
Dakota for 14 delegates to the first of the Chi- 
cago conventions has turned out to be! 

In the end either Senator Taft of Ohio or 


' Gen. Eisenhower, the retired five-star military 


leader, will be the victor on a winner-take-all 
basis. But it will be one of the narrowest mar- 
gins of decision in primary history. 

In an outpouring of voters, equaled perhaps 
only in 1932 and possibly exceeding the pri- 
mary strength of 20 years ago, the division, on 
delegates, is approximately: 

Senator Taft 50.35% 
Gen. Eisenhower 49.65% 

At one stage in the counting, Senator Taft 
led by 2500 votes. This diminished until, with 
only 79 precincts out of 1947 to report, “Mr. 
Republican” was the leader by only 643! 

In South Dakota the vote divides into that of 
the farmers, who are scattered over the state’s 
vast area, and that of the residents of the small 
towns and a few cities. Perhaps significantly 
Senator Taft carried the rural areas and Gen. 
Eisenhower led in all the cities and towns. 

This would seem to reflect the deep dislike 
of the farm population for military training, 
which takes youths off the soil. It would also 
bear out the belief that rural sections have less 
appreciation than city areas for the necessity of 
the stand against Communist aggression in 
Korea and for the joint effort of the free-world 
nations in the defense,of Europe. 

There may be a lesson in this photo-finish 
for both Gen. Eisenhower and Senator Taft. The 
lesson for the General could well be that the 
Republicans are not ready to present him with 
the nomination on a silver platter. And the Taft 
lesson could be that the more Senator Taft 
himself - campaigns, in his present frame of 
mind, the less good he does his candidacy. 

For Senator Taft not only made the South 
Dakota whistlestops but its crossroads as well, 
whereas Gen. Eisenhower has not been in the 
state in years. 

Whatever the causes of the South Dakota 
standoff, and whatever the conclusions to be 
drawn from it, one fact stands t above all 
others: It would have been impossible to set 


the stage more strikingly for the battle that will 


now be waged by the two Republican camps. 

Only in the matter of 14 delegates has either 
side won. That is by a hair and the popular 
vote is so evenly divided as to be virtually 
equal. 

The real race is still to be run and the winner 
has yet to be decided. South Dakota, with a 
population less than that of St. Louis, has 
played a dramatic part in the politics of 1952, 
all the more dramatic because it is so inconclu- 
sive. 


The June Bride 


The June bride is somewhat less apt than 
usual, this year, to occur at all. We have this on 
the authority of the Federal Security Agency, 
an interestingly-named organization to be talk- 
ing on the subject. There is quite a slump in 
brides from January to December, inclusive, ac- 
cording to the agency. It was pretty bad last 
year and is expected to be worse this year. It 
seems that the low marriage and birth rates of 
the 1930s are finally catching up with us, those 
having been years when most people were de- 
pressed, economically. 

Such June brides as actually happened 20 
years ago could buy silk stockings for 77 cents a 
pair (nylon hadn’t appeared), fetch a hand-em- 
broidered peasant dress home from Lord & 
Taylor’s for $5, and take an eight-day cruise on 
the St. Lawrence for $120 the happy couple.

This was rough on 
brides, who by a process of inexorable feminine 
logic took to tossing out their stockings instead, 
and later their bouquets.

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Irony of the Potato Crisis 

Farmers, grocers and housewives have been 
perturbed by the potato problem for some time, 
so we had better give it a little attention. 

No very long memory is needed to recall all 
the indignant abuse which was heaped on the 
Government farm policy when there was a ‘glut 
of potatoes on the market and they were being 
bought up at subsidized prices. 

Now that there is a potato famine, the Gov- 
ernment again is being upbraided, even though 
its policies are quite changed. Congress junked 
the price support policy two years ago. This did 
cause an increased demand for spuds, but farm- 
ers reduced their 1951 plantings because they 
feared a sharp drop in prices. Early this year, 
the Office of Price Stabilization rolled back the 
potato price, and farmers cut down on their 
1952 plantings. | 

Bad growing weather has delayed even this 
limited crop. And the resulting “famine” has 
led to black marketeering. Scores of price boost- 
ers already are being prosecuted; and no doubt 
more of them will be brought into court despite 
such ingenious devices as that of the farmer 
who sold his potatoes at the OPS price but only 
to a buyer who would also purchase one of his 
dogs for $500. | 

This transition perm a crisis of plenty to a 
crisis of scarcity is really ironical. It must 
bring a rueful smile to the face of Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan. 

Although it was his duty to administer the 
parity price support program, he did not like it. 
To him it meant using the taxpayers’ money to 
force the taxpayer to pay higher food prices. 


Two years ago, the Government had to buy 


ehormous quantities of potatoes to maintain the 
legal price, and it had to take them off the 
domestic market. It offered them for export for 


as little as one cent per hundred pounds, yet 


‘was forced to destroy about 25,000,000 bushels. 

(Too bad they are not available now!) _ 

Mr. Brannan proposed that farm ‘prices be al- 
lowed to find their natural level (for the bene- 
fit of the consumer) and that if the average 
price of, say, potatoes fell below a.set level, he 
be authorized to pay the farmer the difference.

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Power and Its Control 

Only one of the Supreme Court opinions in 
the steel case dealt in detail with what many will 
regard as the key question. Since the Constitu- 
tion plainly reserves all legislative power to 
Congress, the case largely turned on the ques- 
tion of whether seizure of the steel industry 
was a legislative or an executive act. 

Justice Douglas concluded that the legislative 
nature of the act was clear. Seizure, he said, is 
a penalty, like a fine or imprisonment; and “a 
determination that sanctions should be applied 
. . . is an exercise of legislative power.” 

Justice Douglas also held that since only Con- 
gress can raise revenue, and since the Constitu- 
tion requires the Government to pay compensa- 
tion for seized property, no seizure is lawful un- 
less Congress has either authorized it in ad- 
vance or ratified it after the fact. 

“The branch of government that has the power 
to pay compensation for a seizure,” he wrote, 
“is the only one able to authorize a seizure or 
make lawful one that the President had ef- 
feeted.” 

This reasoning is more persuasive than that 


of Chief Justice Vinson, who argued that in- 


seizing the steel industry the President was not 
legislating but executing the laws relating to 
the defense and stabilization programs until 
such time as Congress itself could deal with a 
steel crisis which threatened those programs. 
If the President could do pretty much as ‘he 
pleased in the course of executing the laws 
which Congress has passed—including the appli- 
cation of sanctions and the seizure of property 
—then a substantial share of the lawmaking 
power would rest in his hands. 

Justice Douglas suggests that in order to cope 
with stalemates resulting from the refusal of 
Congress to act in a sphere where the President 
cannot act, future generations may wish to con- 
sider amending the Constitution to give the 
President some legislative power in emergencies. 

But Justice Jackson pointed out that Euro- 
pean constitutions which experimented with this 
device—notably the Weimar constitution under 
which Hitler came to power in Germany—do 
not offer a happy precedent. Before changing 
the constitutional allocation of powers our coun- 
try would have to be convinced that the present 
allocation cannot meet modern needs. 

As the court made clear, Congress does have 
authority to confer specific emergency power 
upon the President, as it has done in wartime 
and in the depression. Powers conferred by Con- 
gress can be withdrawn by Congress, and that 
is a useful safeguard. In Justice Jackson’s words, 
“emergency powers are consistent with free gov- 
ernment only when their control is lodged else- 
where than in the executive who exercises them.” 
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Keeping Score on Drivers 

Despite its new driver’s license law, Missouri 
still has a long ride ahead to catch up with 
some other states in road safety measures. New 
Jersey is the latest state to adopt a method of 
keeping score on bad drivers. 

Under the New Jersey system, a drunken 
driver is given 12 demerits, a driver who leaves 
the scene of an accident gets 8, a speeder gets 
4, and so on. Any driver who collects 12 points 
in three years must go before the state director 
of motor vehicles, and may have his license re- 
voked for three years. 

Maybe the Missouri Legislature will study this 
system. For the legislators passed a license law 
which, though it contained many improvements, 
actually weakened f£xisting law at some points. 
Gov. Smith noted that some sections say no li- 
cense can be revoked or suspended until an _of- 
fender is convicted three times within two years. 

That is asking for trouble. Missouri ought to 
find a surer -way of measuring its dangerous 
drivers and running the worst off the road. 
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A Contrast in Generals 


Members of the Army, while on active 
duty, will not use their official authority or 
influence for the purpose of interfering 
with an election or affecting the course or 
outcome thereof. They will not be permitted 
to participate in any way in political man- 
agement or political campaigns .. . ac- 
tivity at political conventions ..,. the mak- 
ing of political speeches . . . or any other 
public activity looking to the influencing 
of an election or the solicitation of votes for 
themselves or others. 


It was out of respect for this Army regulation 
that Gen, Eisenhower requested retirement from 
active duty on his return from Europe. The Gen- 
eral took the further step of foregoing the re- 
tirement pay to which he would be entitled if 
the Department of Defense chose to certify him 
for it. As a retired officer, he is now free to 
participate in the campaign with full propriety, 

In sharp contrast stands Gen. MacArthur. 
Under the regulations Gen. MacArthur on ac- 
count of his age could retire without foregoing 
retirement pay, but nevertheless he has not re- 
tired. He remains on the active list and he is 
using to the fullest degree his official influence 
as an active Army officer for political purposes. 
Only the other day he sent a public telegram 
to former Gov, Leslie Jensen of South Dakota, 
who was a National Guard commander under 
him in the South Pacific, saying, “Would deep- 
ly appreciate any help you can give to Senator 
Taft in South Dak 

Gen. MacArthur’s spokesman does not bother 
to deny that Gen. MacArthur is engaging in 
political activity, but argues that he is free to 
do so because he now has the same status— 
“relief from active duty’—which Gen. Eisen- 
hower had as president of Columbia University. 
The question is, why Gen. MacArthur does not 
retire from active duty as Gen, Eisenhower has 
done.

Step by step our stated policy of world co-operation and expanding 
international trade is being undermined; growing demand for im- 
port restrictions and “Buy American” privileges seen as a staggering 
blow to foreign policy; does nation wish to reverse post-1934 course? 


An Editorial in The Des Moines Register 


The United States has moved boldly and 
dramatically in recent years to cement the 
political, eeonomie and military unity of 
the free nations. 

Our Government grasped the leadership 
in world affairs through the Truman doc- 
trine, the Marshall plan, the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty alliance, military aid, the Point 
Four program, the repulse of Communist 
aggression in Korea, the strengthening of 
the United Nations by increasing the pow- 
er of the Assembly as compared with the 
veto-bound Security Council, and so on. 

Each one of these actions has been 
founded on the basic principle that the 
United States must live in a co-operative 
world community—in fact, must lead in 
the formation of such a community—if we 
or any other nation are to have peace and 
security. 

Our policy is based on a firm belief that 
selfish nationalism is suicide—that we 
either “hang together’ or we hang sep- 
arately.” 


The overwhelming majority of the Amer- 
can people clearly oe in and support 
this general line of policy. They have 
proved this in election after election, in 
public opinion polls, and in their private 
contributions to international relief. 

Few Americans realize that even while 
this edifice of international solidarity is 
being erected, it is being steadily under- 
cut and sapped by a growing number of 
restrictions on foreign trade. 

This process has gone so far as to 
amount almost to a reversal of the free 
trade policy begun in 1934 with the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act. It is a 
good time to add up and take stock of this 
wet sabotage of the nation’s foreign pol- 
cy. 

Here are some of the things that: have 
been going on: - 

1. When the Marshall plan was passed 
by Congress, United States shipping inter- 
ests were able to. insert a provision re- 
quiring that at least half of all aid goods 
be carried in American ships. This has not 
only boosted the cost to us of the Marshall 
plan—it has also seriously handicapped 
many of our allies in their effort to earn 
their own way. 


2. When the trade agreements law came 
up for renewal in 1951, it was watered 
down as a result of special-interest pres- 
sures, An American producer can now 
demand Tariff Commission hearing when- 
ever he feels im cause or threaten 
serious injury.. Since last fall a flood of 
applications. for such ‘hearings has been 
filed. Increased. protection is demanded for 

watches, les, wood screws, chalk, mo- 
ware, clothespins, figs, can- 
died cherries, blue cheese, tuna, and so 
on indefinitely, . 

3.:In the renewal of the Defense Pro- 


ports 
cheese, butter. fats and oils. This has led 
to extremely tight quotas on cheese and an 
embargo on butter. It has hit hard at 
The Netherlands, Denmark, Italy and 
France. 

4. The “Buy American” laws, on the 
books for a long time, have been madly 
over-enforced. These laws 

re 
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put on procurement agencies that in prac- 
tice they seldom buy foreign goods at all 
-~—even when they are 25 per cent cheaper. 

>. The Agricultural Adjustment Act en- 
ables the Secretary of Agriculture , to 
charge a 50 per cent duty or impose a 50 
per cent quota, whenever he decides that 
imports are “interfering” with a farm 
price-support program. These restrictions 
have been used frequently. 

6. A bill is before Congress to slash 
imports of any materials under allocation 
or — in the United States by 50 per 
cen 

7. An amendment. has been proposed to 
stretch “Buy American” laws to cover 


wool, as well as clothing. That would mean ° 


that all clothing, blankets, and so on for 
the armed services would have to be made 
of American wool. What this would do to 
costs is obvious. 

8. Tuna fishermen have asked for new 
and higher duties on tuna—thus limiting 
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the ability of Japan and Chile ‘to earn dol- 
lars and buy American manufactures. 

9. Shipping interests have put forward 
a proposal to extend the 50 per cent haul- 
age rule to all goods financed by Govern- 
ment loan or grant to any foreign coun- 
try! 

This is not a complete list, but it gives 


a hint as to how pressure groups have 


been defeating our stated national poli- 


* eles, by attrition. 


Some of these items are relatively in- 

in themselves. But total them 

all up, and they strike a staggering blow 

at the fundamentals of our foreign rela- 
tions, ~ 

More than that. they strike a staggering 
blow at the American economy itself! We 

are the world’s largest creditor nation, and 
we Can only receive payments on our debts 
by accepting imports. 

We are the world’s largest exporter— 
yet we can export without subsidy only by 
enabling our customers to earn dollars.

American Lower Depths 
DOWN ALL YOUR STREETS. by Leonard Bishop, 

(Dial, 688 pags., $3.95.) 

Here we have six hundred and eighty 
odd pages devoted to the sordid phases of 
life in the slums of New York. And be- 
cause the slums are not beautiful they 


‘cannot, in truth, be portrayed as lovely. 


Hence, this is a bizarre, unlovely story 
which contains the great truth of veri- 
similitude and carries a burden of pathetic 
tenderness behind a facade of determined, 
sustained coarse reality. All the characters 
(a varied group) are struggling in the 
maelstrom of circumstances. Some of the 
characters remain relatively uncontaminat- 
ed by the degraded environment in which 
they live, while others, less strong, sink 
into its ugliness. 

The language of the book is enough to 
make your hair curl but how else could 
Leonard Bishop write of skid row dere- 
licts? Surely not with polished King’s Eng- 
lish; not with scholarly poetry in prose; 
nor with benign descriptions. This is a 
novel about prostitution, drug-addiction, 
perversion, rackets to end all rackets, of 
grossest evil and degeneracy. To picture it 
elegantly would be to lose the perception 
of reality. 

Boxie Lewis, about whom the story re- 
volves, has passed from one moral lapse 
into another until he is a “junkie” passing 
counterfeit money to obtain the dope his 
depraved body demands. He and his friend, 
Mac, move on to big-time by using their 
“queer” money to buy into the dope syndi- 
cate. In the meantime, Boxie’s wife, Lil, 
doggedly lives out her drab existence. She 
rejects the advances of the home relief in- 
vestigator. She is forced to accept charity 
from her sister, Ella, to educate her two 
teen-age sons and she pleads with Boxie 
to reform. 

When Boxie is sent to prison Lil despairs 
of all hope for him and with the encourage- 
ment of her sons and her pompous, pig- 


headed brother she obtains a legal separa- { 
tion. Unaware that his family has deserted~ 


him, Boxie sweats out the dope cure at 
Rikers Island and is finally released only 
to learn that he no longer has a home and 
family. In loneliness and desperation he 
turns to Mac and is soon on the down- 
grade again—this time selling reefers to 
school kids. Boxie’s destiny is inalterable. 

The original manuscript of “Down All 
Your Streets” contained over 300,000 
words. Before publication it was cut to 
200,000. It is still bulky and over-lengthy. 
The author would have done better if he 
had hacked out another 100,000.

Forceful Action Spreads. 


It is interesting to speculate on 
how the Soviet Government will 
react to a situation where it is 
being defied, and its agents are 
being suppressed, on the assump- 
tion that the Soviet power is in- 
capable of armed intervention. 
Thus far the evidence indicates 
a return to the old tactics of try- 
ing to destroy the democratic 
parties by provoking them to take 
extreme measures. 

The theory of these tactics is 
that the democratic coalitions 
consisting of Christian Democrats, 
Liberals and Socialists, will break 
up when they resort to force to 
suppress the Communists. 

The theory holds that they will 
break up because in using force 
against the Communists, they will 
be unable to stop with the Com- 
munists. ‘They will become. in- 
volved in using force first against 
the fellow travelers and then 
against the labor unions and the 
progressives. 

This, according to Soviet the- 
ory, will drive the masses into a 
coalition—into a popular front— 
with the Communists, and will re- 
duce the erstwhile democratic 
coalitions to a reactionary fascist 
minority. 

In broad outline, this is the 
kind of situation on which the de- 
fense of Europe is now going to 
turn,

MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., 
June 4 (AP)—The steel and oil 
strikes in the United States helped 
further the worldwide Commu- 
nist strategy of division, a for- 
mer Communist worker from the 
German Ruhr told the World As- 
sembly for Moral Rearmament 
yesterday, 

Max Bladek, a former member 
of the executive board of the 
Communist party in the Ruhr de- 
clared, “Moscow uses everything 
—they have philosophy, plan and 
strategy.” 

“Unity,” he added, “is far more 
feared than the atom bomb in the 
Kremlin. M.R.A. is the most revo- 
lutionary ideology in the West 
because it is the only one to bring 
unity to economic, political and 
ideological life. Radio Moscow 
has issued warnings on M.R.A, to 
world-wide Communist adherents 
in 10 broadcasts.” 

The assembly also heard a 
speech by fiery Sadie Patterson, 
organizer of 25,000 women work- 
ers in the textile section of the 
transport and general workers 
union in northern Ireland. 


“If M.R.A. couldn’t change cap- 
italists, I wouldn’t be in it,” she 
declared. She contended that 
Communism is bred by capitalism 
and described the poverty of her 
youth which had made her a 
rebel.

Educational Purposes. 


But even more important, po- 
litically speaking, the President 
included in his veto message a 
nod of approval for an alternate 
use of revenue from the disputed 
oil. 

This is the proposal of Senator 
Lister Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
which has been indorsed by 18 
other Senators, Democrats and 
Republicans, that the oil reve- 
nue be put in a separate fund to 
aid education in all the states. 
This would be after 37% per 
cent of the money was paid to 
adjacent coastal states. 


That same proportion of reve- 
nue is paid to states from the 
Federal Government’s oil-produc- 
ing lands within their borders. 
This is in itself a compromise 
concession and was included in 
a compromise measure put for- 
ward by Senator Joseph O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.), Wyoming. 

The important fact is a positive, 
constructive approach appealing 
to many people. This contrasts 
with the negativism that so often 
characterizes the Republican at- 
titude on big issues. And, as 
quite a few elections have demon- 
strated, just to be against what is 
does not satisfy enough of the 
people. 

One’ thing General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is getting plenty of 
at this moment is advice. But 
here is an instructive example 


that he can think about if he has 
any time to think. 

The coastal oil issue is almost 
the only public question on whieh 
Eisenhower declared himself be- 
fore his return. In reply to an 
inquiry from Texas he said he 
favored ownership by the states 
off whose shores the oil was dis- 
covered, 


Ike for State Ownership. 


Strategic reasons could have 
dictated that reply at that: par- 
ticular time. Important Eisen-. 
hower backers in Texas are linked 
to the oil industry and the Texas 
delegation may provide the key to 
the nomination. Some of the 
Texas oil operators are. Ike’s 
friends from the past. 


But in the coming days and 
weeks, Ike will be pushed to de- 
clare himself on one issue after 
another. And it will not be 
enough just to be in opposition 
or to utter well-intentioned gen- 
eralizations. The public, and 
above all Eisenhower’s own fol- 
lowing, will expect emphasis on 
the positive. 


Whether the President’s veto is 
sustained, as now seems likely by 
the narrowest of margins, or 
whether the coastal oil bill is 
passed over his veto, Truman 
and the Democratic candidate will 
have an issue to talk about. 


Senator Hill’s Substitute. 


If the veto is sustained, Senator 
Hill will push for the adoption of 
his aid-to-education bill as a sub- 
stitute. With a veto, the Presi- 
dent in his’ projected whistle- 
stop tour can call for a Congress 
that will reverse the “free gift” 
to the few at the expense of the 
many. 

The oil issue is only one of 
many—and a minor one at that— 
about which Truman is building 
a calculatedly wide appeal, This 
is the kind of strategy intended 
to draw in as many different 
groups of voters as possible. Con- 
ceivably, it could be so effective 
as to reduce to a minimum the 
factor of the candidate—his pres- 
tige, stature, personality. 


As Eisenhower should realize 
sooner rather than later, the is- 
sues of today are of such direct 
and immediate importance that 
they can neither be ignored nor 
blessed with easy generalities. 


At the top of the list, as-a re- 
sult of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision, is the clash between Big 
Steel and a big union and what 
to do about it. But high up

NEW YORK, June 4 (AP)—An 
aide to Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
said yesterday that supporters of 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower are 
trying to imply that MacArthur, 
under Army regulations, should 
not speak out on political issues. 

Maj. Gen. Courtney Whitney, 


rson, jretired, the aide, said MacArthur 


was on relief from active duty as- 
signment and entirely free to 
speak as he chooses. 

Whitney said Eisenhower, while 


2. in an “identical” Army status as 
-ipresident of Columbia University, 


exercised the same right. 

He said Eisenhower, in the uni- 
versity post, delivered “a series 
of addresses, dealing with po- 
litical subjects, now being used 
by his managers in his behalf as 
campaign material.” 

Whitney declared that “parti- 
sans” condemned the case of Mac- 
Arthur and condoned in the case 
of Eisenhower. 

MacArthur is a supporter of 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
a rival of Eisenhower for the Re- 


publican presidential nomination. 


Whitney held that MacArthur 
was under no more restriction 
than imposed on any other citizen 


of the United States. 


Whitney's statement took excep- 
tion to an article in the New York 
Times by James Reston, under a 
Washington dateline. 

The Times article said Eisen- 
hower’s decision to retire from 
the Army without pay was un- 
derstood to have been influenced 
to a considerable extent by criti- 
cism within Army circles of the 
speeches and statements made on 
behalf . of penator Taft by Gen. 
MacArthur.‘ 

“It is felt, not only among 
Gen. Eisenhower’s managers, but 
among officials at the Pentagon,” 
the Times story continued, “that 
Gen. MacArthur is violating regu- 
lations governing an office on ac-

ARMY DOGS REDUCE 


PATROL CASUALTIES 
60 PCT. IN KOREA 


WITH SEVENTH INFANTRY 
IN KOREA, June 4 (UP)—The 
Army’s K-9 corps has been cred- 
ited with reducing battle patrol 


Korea, 

After experiements with. the 
third squad of the Twenty-sixth 
infantry scout dog platoon, it was 
found that patrols can penetrate 
deeper and move faster with less 
risk of casualties when: they are 
spearheaded by dogs. 

The canines, classified as si- 
lent scout dogs, are all German 
shepherds. Of eight' dogs in the 
squad, six are scouts, one is a 
messenger dog and the other is 
still training. : 

Each dog has a handler, all of 
whom are graduates of the 
Army’s six-month, dog training 
course, at Fort Riley, Kan. The 
handlers must have an Army in- 
telligence fating of at least 110. 

The dogs are trained to indi- 
cate soundlessly the presence of 
enemy soldiers. At the point of 
a combat patrol, the dogs approch 
their quarry downwind. They 
indicate human scents by either 
freezing or pointing their tails.

Attracting Doctors

A RE you driving the doctor away from your medium-sized

town? Or, are your townspeople losing out on chances to 

get doctors to settle there? 

These are pertinent questions in rural areas and some 
more urban ones. Although some medical school training pro- 
grams and the now-fading emphasis on specialization have 
encouraged too many young doctors to practice in large cities, 
sometimes the rural areas are themselves at fault. 

Some medical schools, such as the University of Wisconsin, 
the University of Oklahoma, and the University of Kansas, are 
actively rearranging their courses in order to place more em- 
phasis on general practice. There is an inherent tendency for 
medical school courses to over-glamorize specialists because, 
of nécessity, so many of the faculty members are specialists.

AS AN ANTIDOTE, these schools and some others are 
trying additional programs designed to interest students in 
general practice. One such approach is the preceptorship pro- 
gram. In this, the junior or senior medical student works with 
a country doctor for several months, Smaller communities and 
rural areas need general practitioners more-than they need 
specialists working in limited fields. 

However, when a man finishes medical school and his post- 
graduate hospital experience and is ready to go into practice, 
he wants to apply what he has learned. For this, he needs not 
only hospital facilities but all kinds of patients. 

Also, although he may try it for awhile, he soon finds out 
he can’t work around the clock every day and still maintain 
a good enough physical condition to continue treating his 
neighbors. But some communities are thoughtlessly driving 
away their doctors. How?

Good Part of the Time Should Be Spent in Bed During First Week; Some Beneficial Exercises

Keep a rub- 
ber pad, some tissues and a bottle 
warmer (an electric gadget that’s 
an inexpensive wonder) by your 
bed and make this your baby 
headquarters. 

Lie down to nurse, to burp, to 
feed. Let your visitors, if you 
must have them, talk to you here. 
If the older children want you, let 
them come to find you. Try to 
arrange to have your meals on 
trays; even if you have to get 
them yourself, you can eat them 
luxuriously. 

Don’t go up and down stairs 
until two weeks after the baby is 
born, and then only once a day 
during the third week, if your 
doctor Says you can.

Do it every day until you see 
your doctor again, probably six 
weeks after the baby is born. 
Then, if he tells you the womb is 
back in position you can stop. 


To reduce your stomach, start 
slowly with horizontal exercises 
at about three weeks. First there’s 
leg-raising. Lying on your back, 
raise your right leg until it points 
to the ceiling. 

Then lower it slowly, counting 
as you go. Try first to lower it 
in no less than 10 counts. Then 
work up so that it takes you 
twenty. Do it once the first day 
with “tach leg, then twice the 
second day, and so on until you 
reach five; then do it with both 
legs at once, working up from. 


five to ten

Removing Paint From Glass. 

N SPITE of masking tape, metal 
| ana plastic shields: and special 

sash brushes, the average per- 
son is almost certain to get a cer- 
tain amount of paint on window 
glass if he or she comes within 
10 feet of the glass with paint 
and brush. 

One of the most effective ways 
to remove this paint is with a 
cloth and a little turpentine, but 
this has to be done before the 
paint is dry. After it’s dry you've 
got a job on your hands. 

A metal scraper that holds a 
razor blade is fine, but you'll find. 
that it pays to use new blades 
rather than old ones. After a 
blade has been rubbed across a 
man’s chin a few times it doesn’t 
seem to have much of an edge. 

Anyway, we’ve found that new 
blades, while more expensive, 
save a lot of time and temper. 
We’ve also found that a single 
edge blade is better than the 
scraper for working in small cor- 
ners and out of the way spots. 

A reader tells us that if the 
glass is first wiped down with 
turpentine the paint seems easier 
to remove from the glass and 
when there is a very thin film 
of hard paint, wipe it down with 
a mild solution of wall cleaner 
and water. 

This, of course, works some- 
thing like a paint remover and 
will soften up the paint on the 
glass. It will also soften up the 
paint on the wood if left around 
too long so be sure to rinse the 
rest of the sash clean before you 
quit.

N today’s deal the declarer’s de- 
| cisive play was based on insuf- 
ficient evidence.

West opened the diamond king, 
but then decided to show his clubs 
and so shifted to the king of that 

_suit. South won with the club 
ace and drew trumps in two 
rounds, then (with a not-too-hope- 
ful attitude) took the normal 
heart finesse, first cashing dum- 
my’s king, then leading to his own 
jack. West won the trick and 
cashed his two clubs to defeat 
the contract. 

In the following discussion, 
South said that he had realized, 
in view of East’s failure to hold 
open his partner’s oneg-diamond 
bid, that East must be very weak, 
but South argued that for all he 
could tell; West had the top dja- 
monds and the top clubs, so East 
might well have one queen in his 
hand—the heart queen. “Natur- 
ally,” he said, “I didn’t dream 
that East had the ace of dia- 
monds.” 

Unwittingly, South put his fin- 
ger on the flaw in his own argu- 
ment. He should have gone to 
some length to find out whether, 
hy chance, East had the diamond 
ace. It could cost nothing to ruff 
a diamond after leading the first 
trump to dummy, and to ruff a 
second diamond after the second 
trump lead. Had he done this, 
South would have seen the dia- 
mond ace fall from East’s hand, 
and the conclusion then would 
have been marked that East did 
not also hold the queen of hearts. 
A player does not pass out his 
partner’s opening bid, holding an 
ace and a queen. 

In the virtually certain knowl- 
edge that West had the heart 
queen, South could have taken 
recourse in that rare play, the 
backward finesse. Although East 
couldn’t have a queen, he could 
have such a low card as a 10. 
Thus, the logical play would be 
‘to lead the heart jack through 
West. If West ducked, the jack 
would hold; and if West covered 
with the queen, dummy’s king 
would win and South could then 
finesse through East’s guarded

NEW YORK. 


HE steel decision, which 

was handed down on Mon- 

day is, of course, of vital 
importance to every American 
citizen: I was interested to see 
that Senator Lehman’s reaction 
to it was that Congress, with- 
out a moment’s delay, must give 
the President the power he 
needs. He said, “This is no 
time for politics; this is a time 
for action.” 

I hope the whole Congress 
understands this. The respon- 
sibility for what happens rests 
with Congress if the steel com- 
panies decide they cannot ac- 
cede to union demands and a 
long-drawn-out strike results. 
You and I here in our com- 
fortable homes may not be di- 
rectly endangered by this de- 
cision, but the men in Korea— 
our own soldiers and those of 
our Allies—will find themselves 
lacking the needed ammunition 
in a very short time. 

There is no time for slow 
debate and delayed action. in 
Congress. All Americans will 
wait anxiously to see how quick- 
ly our representatives can put 
through legislation to meet an 
emergency of this kind.

I THINK EVERYONE wished 
they could say a welcome to 
Gen. Eisenhower as he landed 
back in his own country. He 
has done a wonderful job in 
Europe, a job perhaps which 
nobody else could have done. 
He was the liberator of Europe, 
and people throughout that 
Continent recognized their debt 


of gratitude to him and were . 


willing to listen when he urged 
them to gain in strength to 
ward off World War III. 

The papers Monday evening 
spoke of the general’s farewell 
to the Army and his appear- 
ance before the press as a civi- 
lian on Thursday.

publican nomination which he 
now becomes, or the people 
themselves realize. 

Gen. Eisenhower has been a 
military hero, set outside of 
political differences of opinion.

The 
country isn’t going to find this 
transition as easy as they think. 
They will dislike losing their 
hero, and I don’t know how he 
will relish being a political tar- 
get.

EVERY MAN who is a can- 
didate has to face the difficulty 
of controlling his friends, and 
it is probable that Gen. Eisen- 
hower will have as many of 
these difficulties as most other 
candidates have. He will make 
up his mind as good candidates 
do, that he will make no prom- 
ises, but he will not know what 
promises are made for him be- 
forehand and neither will he 
realize how this game of poli- 
tics ig, played by old and tried 
politicians, such as Senator Taft 
and his machine. 

Senator Taft might well have 
waited and allowed the general 
to receive a well-deserved trib- 
the returning com- 
mander who has started and 
actually put on its feet the 
army of Europe. The Senator 
couldn't wait, however, and al- 
ready on Monday he had be- 
gun to ask questions and make 
rematks that were a preview of 
the kind of pre-convention cam- 
paign we may expect. 

It looks as if there is going 
to be much bitter feeling in 
both political parties and I do 
not remember any campaign 
year when there has been so 
much excitement during the 
pre-convention weeks.

NE of the most touching 

scenes in the life of Our 

Divine Lord is when He 
spoke in favor of the little chil- 
dren whom the Apostles would 
send away for fear they might 
annoy Him. 

His answer was: “Suffer the 
little children to come unto Me 
and forbid them not, for of 
such is the Kingdom of 
Heaven.” 

Children are the hope of the 
human race, for they enable it 
to start anew in each genera- 
tion. Without them, those who 
have grown to maturity might 
well lose the spirit of whole- 
some sacrifice. 

If it is faults which they in- 
herit, they show their parents 
the worst in themselves and, 
therefore, inspire them to a 
salutary repentance. If it is 
good qualities which they in- 
herit, they stimulate the elders 
to finer qualities. 

They turn service into care 
and work into love; they preach 
not with their lips but with 
their Innocence, and in their 
presence every evil soul feels 
a reproach in the yearning to 
be young and to start living all 
over again.
